MY FIRST SHIPWRECK, 


Experience of an Old Steamship 
Commander. 


By Capt. thax, W. Kennedy. 


On a bright. August day in 1844 the 
schooner Margaret, William Thomas, master,

She was 2 small trading vessel. 120 tons 
register, carryeng a crew of four men, with 
ths captain mate, cook, carpeater, aml two 
boys, one of whom waa myself.

All that day the weather had been glori- | * 


ous, Toward sunset the clouds began to 
gather in heavy masses to the southeast, 
and a little later a heavy breeze sprang up 
from that direction.

As morning dawned a dense fog settled 
down over the vessel aad' completely ob- 
secured everything. Seundings were taken 
but the captain seemed to get no knowiedge 
of our whereabouts.

The soundings were only 
twelve tathoms.

The object 
was not to seoure the removal of the criminal 
from thé World, since this could have been 
done by a single stroke of a sword er ax, 
bat to inflict on him the greatest ible 
amount of torture, With thie end in view, 
peg! death waa not desired, and anything 
tended to shorten or alleviate the 


sufferings ehdured by the victim was regard - 
ed as so much abatement from the demands 
of justice. 


Nor were these horrible cruelties inflict- 
ed by irresponsible persons simply from a 
wanton desire for vengeance, but were ac- 
cording to the deliberate orders of 4 regu- 
larly constituted court of justice having 
formal sessions and proceeding in an orderly 
way torubject human beings to the most 
frightful sufferings. But at that time tor- 
ture was a recognized method of obtaining 
evidence, When a criminal would not con- 
tens his guilt, the rack and the thambecrew 
were ever ready to compel him to do so ;

He also discovered discrepancies between 
the published figures of the military on 
cholera and the number of cases registered 
on\government lists. In one town the local 
health officer told him the total number of 
cases of cholera was thirty-eight, but, ob 
taining access to the official record, he 
found that there had really been 780 cases, 
of which 350 had been fatal. The Doctor 
said the towns alluded to were not in Ger- 
many. They are probably in Russia, Dr. 
Kempster also related the following in- 
vident: A Bremen lighterman and his 
assistant died of cholera aboard their boat 
while lying off the city. The boat was sent 
to Hamburg, no one in Bremen, as far as u 
known, having boarded it or come in con- 
tact with it. Several days afterward a 
widow and her daughter, living at the river 
side, died of Asiatic cholera. The series of 
infection of these cases could not bo traced 
until Dr. Kempster, co-operating with a 
Hamburg officer, proved that the widow 
had washed some clothes from the lighter- 
boat.

EARTMQUAKES IN TRE OCHAN. 


They Predace the Largest Keown Wares 
Which Always Carry Beatraction. 


While we usually think of earthquakes 
as taking place on land, they do, indeed, 
oocar with equal devastation in the ocean. 
That point in the earth at which the ex- 
plosion or breaking takes place is called the 
earthquake focus, and from it what are 
known as earthquake waves paas to the sur- 
tace. 

What do these earthquake waves resem- 
ble? Take a basin full of water and dip a 
glass tube in it. Blow through the tube 
and you will see bubbles rising te the sur- 
face and circular waves passing out. The 
oe ho — —— of the basin pei 
responds wi s explosion or snapping o 
the crust at the ear 8 uake focus, orivh this 
difference, that ins ot water waves the 
latter produces earth waves, passing through 
the ground.

‘Another earthquake occurring just off the 
coast of Peru made such à gigantic wave 
that a large vessel was thrown seven miles 
inland. 

These are called carthquske waves. They 
are the largest known waves, and are caused 
by the heaving and rocking of the bed of the 
sea, In deep water such waves are not very 
high, but their motion extends far down 
into the ocean. When they reach shallow 
er water, however, they heap up like 
gigantic wall, and, with a force more ter- 
rible than fire or sword, * sweep on 
bearing destruction with them. Hage 
ships are tossed like straws far inland, or 
mingle their ruin with that of a harbor 
town.—[St. Nicholas.

Fashion in sorrow must 
ultimately lead us to the insane, where 
feeling ia unknown, To a certain extent 
there is at least a plausible excuse in the 
adoption of mourning emblems by those 
of extended social connections and duties. 
Bat the excuse limpa in that it acknowl 
edges that the hundreds of “friends” on 
the cytes ma are, afterall, not intimate 
enough with us to be ablet remember out af- 
flictions and exercise the proper forbearance, 
So the advocetes of ‘‘mourning” would con- 
fess, first, that they mourn through the 
medium of their clothes; second, that they 
ha eto adopt mourning as a defence from 
the intrusion of their friends! As we have 
seen, the infliction of gloomy apparel on 
the public—whom we do not know, 
and who do not know wus—ie a 
violation of the Golden Rule.  Fash- 
ions = im) mourn stationery, in 
mourning head-gear, in mourning livery— 
what a hollow sound ree have ! Tose 
*‘ mourning ” help to keep alive the memory 
of the dead? Possibly, to some; but who 
of the deal would care for remembrance 
thas perpetuated, associated with sombre 
imagery? And must it be written that 
**mourning becomes some e, and that 
it has been worn beyord even the fashion - 
able period for that reason? What sense of 
griet, or the sacredness of sorrow, or the 
solemnity of death, is conveyed when a roay 
cheeked person enveloped in crape comes 
into a street-car laughing and chatterin 
with a companion? Is it not travesty 
One cannot hope that the aged, accustomed 
to the usage, will abandon it at once; if it 
eases their grief to so display it, who would 
forbid them, who have lost so many of their

the discarding of excessive mourning displa 
may well be fet by the young and mid - 
dle-aged. Especially let us not have chil- 
dren, spirits of joy and hope, uerading 
in the hues of death. Why cloud their lives 
more than nature clouds them? In all but 
the very ages it seems as if some appro- 
priate observance in neck · dress, the wearing 
of grays and browns, etc., rather than any 
gay colors, were as far as we coald safely 
go without inflicting our grief on others. 
And if we are any more tempteg to forget 
our grief or join in the dance, can we not 
safely leave these things to the heart? 
What conduct is above reproach that does 
notemanate therefrom? Away with hypoc- 
risy in grief, as in anything else! If our 
friends rally around us sooner and beguile 
us more quickly from the temporary, 
natural shock of death, from & lonely vigil 
with death to which we have boud ro un- 
selves, will it not be better? The lesson of 
death has been often preached,—to be also 
ready. And to that end let the sorrow- 
stricken work yet more diligently while it 
isday. There is no truer balm for grief 
than self-sacrificing work for others, A 
relic of barbarism, 4 the spirit 
of the days when the mourner shaved his 
scalp, tortured his flesh, put ashes on his 
head, starved, made night hideous with 
wailing and beating of drums,—let us gent- 
ly divest ourselves of this custom of wear- 
ing entire black for the dead, and bee if the 
world will not b. brighter in spirit as well as 
brighter to the eye.

It must be a matter of goneral regret that 
#tatietics coapiled in relation to firesin Canada 
and the United States show that the total fire 
waste on this continent in 1892, asin the pro- 
coding year, was considerably in excess of 
what has, in the past, been the average amount 
of such destruction. Among the serious losses 
of the year may bo mentioned n conflagration 
of erable magnitudeat Milwankee, Wis., 
and one involving a loss of some $15,000,000 at 
St. Johne, Nfld, In this latter disaster. how- 
ever, thie Company was not involved, it having 


been deemed inadvisable to establish an 
agency in Newfoundland, During the closing 


months of the season of inland navigation 
there wore also some exceptionally heavy 
losses to lake mhipplng. which materially re- 
duced the profit of that branch of the business. 

Taking into account, therefore, the fact that 
these unfavourable experiences have made the 
year a trying one genorally to companies engag- 
ed in Fire and Marine underwriting, howd 11. 
roctorsa feol that the results of the business of 
1892 to the Westera must be eminently sat- 
essen snl to the Sharcholders, These results 
mer be briefly sunimarized as follows: 

Tho profit balance on the year’s transactions 
is $221,456.78. Two half-yearly dividends, at the 
rate of pond cent. per annum have been paid, 
and S190, has been carried to the reacrve 
fund, which now amounts to $1,000,900. The 
amount estimated as neeessary to run off or 
reinsure existing risks is $758,772.67 ; and, after 
deducting this from the total surplus funds of 
the Company, a net surplus remains over cap- 
ital and all abilities of $356, 281.¢8.

One of the greatest authorities on cecal, 
Herr Nasse, the official rining expert of

Rard Riding. 


The general round-up of a district re- 
quires from sixty to one hundred cowboys 
and from three hundred to five hundred 
cow-ponies. Two or three big wagons, 
filled with bedding and cooking and camp 
utensils, accompany the round-up over 
mountains and across valleys and bad lands. 

The entire district is ridden over thor- 
oughly by the cowboys. Gulches, canyons, 
draws, sagebrush ttoms, cotton-wood 

roves, bad lands, in fact every foot of the 

istrict is explored and every head of stock 
driven to the daily camp of the round-up. 
Viewed from the hills Rings some vast 
valley a round-up, with its eireling cowboy 
riders, big herds of noisy cattle, bands 
of led horses for the riders and the wild 
Western landscape of far-stretching plain 
and distant mountain, combine to make a 
thrilling and picturesque scene. 

Filty or sixty miles of hard riding a day 
is the average distance covered by a cowboy 
during the round . Five or seven horses 
are in hisstring. Tough and wiry as the 
are, the fierce chasing over broken, roug 
and stony country uses them up and for a 
time takes the spirit out of them. No day's 
riding is too hard, however, to keep a cow- 
boy out of arace if one is proposed, No 
cavalry charge could be a more spirited sight 
than that of a line of cowboys, every man 
yelling like an Indian and every horse doin 
his best in a half-mile rage across some leve 
stretch of soft prairie. There is quick work 
to be done when some mother and calf too 
weak to be driven with the herd are found. 
A couple of ropes thrown around the head 
and legs of the lusty young calf hold it to 
the ground. A fire of sage brush or drift- 
wood heats the branding irons toa dull red 
and the cabalistic signs which mark the 
ownership of the victim are burned irradic- 
ably intothe animal's quivering sides.

The work of testing the yorminating 
power of grain and other agricultural 
seoda ia now in active progresa at the 
Central Experimontal Farm in Ottawa. 
Up to the present over 1,600 samples 
have been toated and re on this 
season, and on the whole with very 
gratifying results, showing a good per 
centage of vitality. There are, however, 
some district in the Dominion from 
which samples have been received of 

poor quality and quite unfit for 
von § In some parts of Manitoba the 
harvest soason of 1891 was very unfav 
ourable aud considerable quantities of 
grain were left out in‘stook or stack all 
winter and threshed in the spring of 
1892. A number of samples of such 
grain have been tested and they show 
a very low percentage of vitality, many 
of them ing from 15 to 40 per cent 
only, and are quite unfit for seed. In 
nome other parts of the Dominion, and 
especially in some sections of Ontario 
and , the weather during the 
last harvest poriod was very wot, and 
the grain in the = =— . 
epeated wottings ore it cou 
housed, and in the meantime some of 
it ted. A large e e of 
samples also show a low degree of 
rat power, and if sown as seed 
will be likely to roeult in poor éropé.

free through the mail. The samples 
are tested and reports can ueuaily be 
furnished in about ten days. 
Srep Disrarmvrion. 

Last year 16,905 sample bags of pro- 
mising sorts of grain, weighing 3, lbs. 
each, were sent freo through the mail to 
9,114 farmers residing in different parts 
of the Dominion. This large quantity 
of grain, over 25 tons, was all of first 
quality and consisted of the most pro- 
mising sorts which have been tested at 
the several Experimental Farms. By 
instruction of the Hon. Minister of 
Agriculture a similar distribution is now 
in progress for this year, and already 
over 3,000 samples have been sent out, 
and a large number aro being mailed 
daily, o object of this distribution 
is to place in the Lands of good farmers 
in all parts of the country samples of 
the best varieties of oats, barley, wheat, 
Pons, Ke, so that they may shortly be 
available for seed in every district in 
the country, and eventually result in 
the displacing of poor, mixed and en- 
feebled sorts, with varieties possessed 
of greater vigour and fertility. The 
number of samples sent to one appli- 
cant is limited to two in cach case, and 
on this basis a very largo number can 
still be supplied. With careful and 
judicious handling these 3 Ib. samples 
will generally produce from one to 
three bushels the first year, and at the 
the ond of the second season the grower 
usually has seed enough for à large 
field. The advantages resulting from 
this large distribution of the best sorts 
of grain obtainable will no doubt in a 
few years be generally manifest in an 
improvement in the quality and an in- 
crease in the quantity of the average 
grain crops of the Dominion. A cir-

A Brussels despatch says The Congo 
State hes received despatches to the effect 
that Commander Dhanis has defeated a horde 
of Arab slave traders under Iippu Tib's eon, 
and has captured 300 prisoners and 600 

rifles, 
| The fight took place near Sefu, on the Lo- 
mami River, During recent skirmishes be- 
tuen the Europeans and the Arabe M. 
Lippens, formerly a resident of Kasongo, 
and Lieut, de Brayn were killed. Lieut. 
| Chaltin roated the Arabs at Yadumba and 
| freed eighty slaves who were dying of star- 
vation. 
| Capt. Jacques reports that the Arabs are 
| constantly importing the most improved 
| firearme, despite the restrictions in force 
against such trade, and apparently have re- 
solved to make desperate resistance to the 
| Operetions of the anti-slavery people. Un- 
less cannon be sent at once, he adds, the 
Europeans cannot hope to hold their own. 
The Congo Free State commissioned Lieut. 

Dkanis to punish the Arabs of Nyangwe, 
| Whoin May last massacred the Hodister 
| expedition: Arthur Hodister, in the service 
ol the Katanga Commercial Syndicate, was 

establishing stations on the Lomami River 

and the Congo above Stanley Falls, for the 
purpose of buying ivory aud trading with 
the natives. 

The jealous Arab merchants at Nyangwe 
suddenly fell upon several of the stations 

| that Hodister had founded, killed the white 
men in charge, and seized the trade goods, 
As Hodister and one white companion were 
approaching Riba Riba, on the Congo,after 
an overland journey from the Lomami, all 
unconscious of the terrible events that had 
occurred, they were killed and beheaded by 
the Arabs. 

This was the first blow struck by the Arab 
slave and ivory merchants after the Free 
State had announced that slave raiding must 
stop. It showed that the Arabs were de 
termined to fight in defence of their alleged 
right to raid for slaves, and to monopolize 
the trade of the upper Cango. 


The Free State decided that it must te- 
verely punish the Arabs if it is expected 
to be supreme in the eastern part of its do- 
minion. As fast as possible, therefore, a 
large force was got together and a large sup- 
ply of munitions was tent to the Congo. 
A considerable force of Abyssinian sol- 
diers were secured to supplement the native 
force. 

Tippu Tib’s son, who was in command at 
Stanley Falls during the absence of his 
father at Zanzibar, and his nephew, Rachid 
who was chief of the Arabs at the mouth of 
| the Lomami River, agreed to help the Free 
State finish the insurgents of Nyangwe and 
Kasongo. 

They promised to supply a large auxiliary 
force. At last accounts, however, both of 
these Arab leaders showed signs of disaffec- 
tion, and it was feared that they would join 
the insurgents. 

This despatch shows that the fears of 
the Congo Free State came true. We can- 
not tell from the despatch whether the fight 
was with the entire insurgent force or 
whether, aaa vanquished the Arabs of

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PERILS OF THE SEA. 


Troubles ef the Saint Monlan-~Elghty 
Days Reunding the Morn. 


The terrors of the sea have had another 
true atory added to the long list by the ar- 
rival of the British ship Saint Monian at 
Port Townsend. The Saint Monian left 
Santos, Brazil, August 14, just six months 
ago, having made the longest voyage on 
record between Brazil and Puget Sound. 
The story told by the captain is one of 
thrilling combate with the terrors of the 
deep and of hunger and disease at sea, The 
first trouble experienced was coming around 
the Horn, which took eighty days to ac- 
complish, and during which time one of the 
crew was drowned, The fearful experiences 
here may be understood when it is known 
that from five to seven days is the average 
time for vessels coming around the Horn. 
In cromaing the Equator the crew was at- 
tacked with scurvy, four men being * 
lessly stricken down and one dying. At 
this juncture, the provisions gave out and 
starvation stared the men in the face. The 
captain made up his mind to make with all 
N for the Golden Gate. He headed in 
this direction and fortunately met the ship 
McPherson bound for Europe. The Me- 
Pherson let her have the necessary provi- 
sione and she continued on her journey to 
Puget Sound. But her trouble was not 
ended. Off Cape Flattery she ercouatered 
the fearful storms of the past two weeks, 
and for fourteen days waa held outside the 
Cape. Here she lost her lifeboat, and all 
her topsails were blownaway. When the 
vessel arrived to-day, she and her crew were 
in a badly dilapidated condition. The 
Saint Menian had been chartered by Balfour, 
Guthrie & Co., but lot“ her charter by ex- 
pira tion on December 3].

Canadian Cattle tm Great Britain. 


8 ing of the scheduling of Canadian 
cattle by the British authorities a cablegram 
from London dated Feb. 22nd says :—The 
documents from Ottawa setting forth 
officially the reasons in the case why the 
schedule against Canadian cattle be 
removed have reached the Imperial author - 
ities. These, no doubt, will do much gress 
but what is likely to have more effect, * 
ever, is the cable stating that the Govern- 
ment of Canada has decided to enforce a 
90 days’ quarantine aes the United 
States through the Northwest and else- 
where. The of Agricultare author- 
ities now admit that so long as the quaran- 
tine was not enforced cattle could 
not be regarded by them as above suspicion, 
It was thought when the news of the 

uarantine regulations was received that 

e Opposition to Canadian cattle being 
landed in Great Britain alive would coase te 
a great extent. Such, however, is not the 
case, The critics are now asking how the 
Government of the Dominion proposes to 
enforce the quarantine regulations enacted 
throughout such an immense territory, 
where not even a fence divides Canada from 
the United States. Notwithstanding these 
remarks and unfriendly suggestions the 
action of the Canadian Government has 
e e ee Canada’s tion to- 
ward having the schedule ed.” 

Referring to the subject spoken of in the 
preceding paragraph it should be stated 
that as the results of a conference held 
Mr. John Lowe, 85 Minister of A 
culture; Mr. A. M. Ba 
Minister of the interior; and Mr. Frederick 
White, Comptroller of the North-West 
Mounted Police, with a view to arriving at 
some practical scheme for the enforcemesit 
of the cattle quarantine regulations along 
the frontier of the North-West Territories:

This 
system of rear columns distributes the loss 
in the same way as if it had been originally 
teure by several companies — of by 
ons, This is one of the results of the forma- 
tion of che Board of Underwriters. The losses 
of 1892 would have been very desolating if 
they kad in all cases spent their force where 
they struck. But the great volume of them | 
ultimately broke against the solid funds | 
of the insurance companies, which were 
strong enough to stand the shock and to 
make a very ~ showing at the year's end. 
If the losses in all cases remained with | 
the owners of the destroyed property, their | 
results would now be very prominently re- 
flected in the condition of many sections of 
the country. Fires destroyed big patches of 
several towns and villages, burning indus- 
trial works that employed scores of hands 
whose pay coursed through all the local | 
avenues of trade. Without insurance such | 
ruin would seldom be repaired, and the | 
effect would be far-reaching and lasting. 
The nerrow in of profit now obtain- 
able in all lines of production makes the 
retrievement of loss a much more difficult 
thing than it used to be, and fire insurance 
is more and more felt to be a necessity. 
Insurance has also followed in the wake of 
the mortgage and of mercantile debt, A 
Mf large proportion of the farms of On- 
tarlo are encumbered with mortgages; the 
cities—-especially those that have been 
through a boom have like heavy burdens 
on their real estate. The mortgagees al- 
ways secure their interest on such property 
by insuring the buildings, Retail merchants 
who buy on time are required by some 
wholesalers, particularly of the grocery 
trade, to have their stock insured up ta a 
certain limit. Insurance is thas made an 
asset wherever it can be by creditors or 
thrifty owners of insurance property. The 
increase of insurance is attended by 
an increase of fire protection in towns and 
cities. The now combined insurance com - 
panies can raise the rates on towns with a 
poor water supply or an inferior fire equip- 
ment, The more the companies have to do, 
the more it is to their interest to insist on 
protection, and their power over the rates 
makes their influence in favour of improv 
ed protection hard to resist. The English 
companies, after their experience in St. 
John's Newfoundland, have concluded to | 
put on an additional rate to insure the con - 
flagation risk in Halifax and the Maritime 
Provinces generally, on account of the large 
number of wooden buildings in that part of 
the country. There is a leaning towards an 
advance, too, on the part of Canadian com- 
nies in the rates now charged in Montreal, 
ttawa, Hamilton, Brantford, and London, 
Inspection is now more thorough ti. 1 ever 
it was, and for the same reason that the re- 
quirementa of first-class protection are 
higher. Thus the self-interest of under- | 
writers works for the general good, of the 
non insured as well as of the insured. It is 
becoming the custom to consult the Board 
of Undervriters before building blocks or 
other large structures, in order to get ita | 
suggestions as to the beat fire protection to | 
secure cheap insurance. | 
The number of fires assigned to unknown | 
causes is probably greater than all the other | 
fires on which insurance is claimed. Half 
of these fires of mysterious origin are set 
down by the companies to incendiarism for | 
the sake of the insurance. Old houses or 
superfitous barns get on tire very frequent] 
from unknown causes when times are hard. 
Lightning figures as a leading cause in the 
fires of last year. It usually is credited with | 
from 8 to 10 per cent. of the fires in the | 
country districts, but last year’s numerous | 
thunderstorms raised the proportion of loss | 
to about 20 per cent. of the total in agricul: | 
tural parts. Electricity in its numerous | 
applications as power, light, and heat is a 
source of danger that is carefully watched 
by the inspectors, and so far it has not 
done so large a proportion of damage here 
as in the United States. Every electric 
light company is under agreement with the 
Board of Underwriters to report to the in- 
spector of each district-in which it puts in 
a plant, the report to be regardless of the | 
fact whether the owner of the plant is or is 
not insured, and the electric companies are | 
further under agreement to make every- 
thing satisfactory to the underwriters’ elec- 
triclans. The chiet objection of Insurance 
companies is to the wires used for electric 
purposes. These inter ere with the fire- 
men. About three weeks ago a fire in 
Montreal destroyed from two to three hun- 
dred thousand dollars“ worth of property, 
mainly because it was fortified behind a net- 
work of wires. The insurance people want 
all wires to be put underground, andas they 
have enormous interests at stake their 
wishes may prevail. Coal oil janterns are 
blamed for a very large proportion of barn 
fires. With all the improvements that 
have been made in lanterns there is no re- 
duction in the losses from them.

sentiment and association would be away 
from the United States and toward Eng- 
land. It is well to consider that not cate 
the Canadian, but the New Zealand and 
Australian Gowernments, have protested to 
their home Government against the propos- 
At the present 
moment it is English policy to remain quies- 
dent; it certainly has been a most diplo- 
matic move, if the object was to prevent an- 
nexation, for nothing would have so united 
American sentiment as England's open op- 
position ; but there is no guarantee that 


auch will continue to be England's policy.” |

A uggestles from Mies Willard. 
Misa Willard. wants, Queen Victoria t 
make Jean Ingelow poet laureate. Jes 
Ingelow ia unquestionably a poet of fine gift 
just now pots of fine gifts are extreme 
ly fow in Enuland If the matter were .. 
be decided solely upon the merits there isp 
reason why Miss Ingelow should not stand 
as good a chance as any of the male aspir 
ents for the honor. But we do not under 
stand that Mies Willard's suggestion is mad: 
upon the ground of merit. She wants Jear 
Ingelow made poet laureate not because she 
1 poet but because she isa woman. She 
thinks women have been slighted and pat 
upon, as it were, in this matter. There 
never was a female poet laureate in Great 
Britain, and Miss Willard wants the Queer 
to make one by way of asserting the dignity 
of — The suggest ion raises the 
question. Why has no woman ever held 
this post? A sufficient answer scems to be 
that no woman has ever been the foremost 
English t of her time, and that isa fect 
for which nobody in particular scems to be 
responsible. It is curtous but true that 
women have never ranked very high a» 
poets. They have never won in that field 
anything like the place they have made for 
themselves in other — 0¹ 
literature. Some of the greatest novela in 
the world have been the work of women 
George Eliot, George Sand, Charlotte 
Bronte, Mme. D'Arblay, Mra. Stowe and 
the rest. The greater part of the clever, 
workmanlike Engliah fiction of our time has 
been done by women. We have had fine 
essays from women and fine work of other 
kinds. But there have been very few wom- 
en who have taken high rank as pocte. 
From Sappho to Mrs. Browning is a long 
stretch of time. Between these two lies 
the period in which almost all the great 
poetry and nearly all the great lit- 
erature in the world was produced, yet 
there has been no female poet in all that 
period worthy to rank with either Sappho 
or Mrs. Browning, while Mrs. Browning's 
rank has undoubtedly borrowed something 
from the fact that as a female poet of high 
qaslity she stood so —_ alone, Her 
eminence serves only to emphasize the rarity 
of great poetic achievement by women. It 
is surprising at first glance that this should 
be‘ the record of literary history. One 
would naturally expect the more sensi- 
tive and emotional sex to win its best 
laurels in verse. But women have done 
relatively better in other walks of litera- 
ture and art.

His name is Webb, and he declares that 
many years’ residence in Mohammedan | 
countries has impressed him with the superi- 
ority of the Koran as a code of morals, At a 
meeting held last week he told his hearers 
to read the Bible and then read the Koran. 
If after such a comparison, he continued, 


| *fany fair-minded man does not say that 


the Koran is the better book, Ill eat it.“ 
This comparison has been made before by 
great numbers of fair-minded men in Eu- 
ropeand America, including probably many 
ol.oumconders.. With the exception of the 
scholars among them who were pursuing 
the investigation as a matter of business, 
we question if one in a hundred was ever 
able to wade through the Koran. 

general, it is a very dull book, not to 
say stupid, and its literary style is inferior. 
The Bible, apart altogether from its sacred 
character will stand forever as one of the 
great monuments of literature. Intellectn- 
ally its place is infinitely above that of 
the Koran, and its poetry satisfies the 
most critical «esthetic requirements of even 
those who reject its supreme authority as 
the Word of God. The inspiration of the 
Bible is acknowledged by all the best criti- 
cal opinion of the world, the only difference 
being whether it is the inspiration of mere- 
ly human genius or inspiration as defined 
by theological dogma. If the Koran were 
a book of comparable distinction, it would 
have commarded the lasting attention of 
the Western world as a great contribution 
to literature. In modern times more espec- 
ially, the very circumstances that it lays 


it is, there is some curious popvlar interest | 
in the Koran, which has been translated into | 
various European languages, but it is usual- | 
ly satisfied hy a verycursory examination of | 
the tiresome volume. Within the last gen- 
eration, two new renderings into English | 
of a very scholarly and faithful character, | 
have encouraged the study of the sacred | 
book of Islam * special investigators who | 
need such a translation; but they have not! 
served to make it any more attrac- 
tive to the general public. It is 
inquired for at the public libraries to 
to a considerable extent, we believe, but 
simply asacuriosity. When those whotake | 
out come to set themselves fto the 
task of reading it, they are likely to be soon | 
wearied and confused by the clumsiness of | 
its arrangement, its repetitiousness, its dull 
sermonizing, and its generally stiff and 

rosaic style. Undoubtedly the Koran suf- | 
ers from the disadvantage of being read as | 
a translation, which may not preserve its 
more subtle literary beauties, but so like. 
wise the Bible comes to us in a translated, 
form, yet in that form it is a great centre of | 
English literature. Probably the arrival of 
this Yankee Mohammedan missionary may | 
ten I to sti nutate the demand for the Koran, | 
but for that very reason his e of | 
converting America to Islam is likely to be 
the more unsuccessful. After fair-minded 
men now ignoran* of the book bave compar- 
ed it with the Bible, according to his sug- 
gestion, they will be sure to conclude that 
they would gain nothirg and lose infinitely 
by making the exchange he advises.

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Religious Instructtan in the Public 
Schools. 2 

In the current number of the Andover 
Review is a paper under the title of “Reli 
| gious Instruction in Public Schools,” by N. 
|S. Barton, who sects out by propounding the 
question, Shall the public school give any 
‘kind of religious instruction?“ His argu- 
| ment is ad mainly to those who 
have already decided in the negative, not 
because they object to religious instruction 
of the young, but because they foresee ob- 
jections to its being imparted in State 
achools. He asks these people, who, he 
says, are mainly responsible for the policy of 
i the public-schools in this particular, to re 
their decision. Accepting the 
axiom that the function of the State in re- 
i gpect to its children is to train them up 
to be good.citizens of the State, and good 
members of society,” he passes to the con- 


| 


, | sideration of the essentials of good citizen- 


ship, and advances to the proposition that 
the training must be both intellectual and 
moral, and hen raises the question, Can 
morality be inculeated if religion is exclud- 
ed He maintains that it cannot be. He 
says: Grant that we have a perfect code 
of morals carefully taught and strictly en- 
torced in the schools. Let the pupils be 
taught that it is wrong to steal, to lie, and 
to ee parents. Let the atmosphere 
of the school be made as hostile to 
these vices, and as friendly to the 
corresponding virtues, as the teaching 
and practice of the instractors can make it. 
How shall this excellent instruction be made 
effective outside the schoolroom,an Jon into 
life when school days are over ee | 
they accept the general rule that upon the 
whole ‘ honesty is the best of policy"? How 
much will this avail in the hour of tempta- 
tion? The entire secularization of instruc- 
non in the public school, by the oxclusion 
of religion and the Bible, cannot tail to 
lower and degrade the tone and spirit of the 
school. The ſ religious people of this 
nation who believe in our public schools, be- 
lieve that republican government rests on 
the virtne and intelligence of the people, 
and that the public school is necessary to 
train the generation about to come upon the 
stage in virtue and intelligence, and that 
only the virtue that is rooted in intelligent 
religious conviction will withstand the in- 
evitable assaults of temptation; and that, 
therefore, the future citizen must receive 
somewhat, early in life, some kind and 
measure of religious instruction, and that 
the best inspiration for the work of teach- 
ing springs out of the religious faith.” 

e then ” argue that er State 
is the r agency for imparting this in- 
ee of religion. There must be 
no State religion—but of such religious 
truths as the State judges to be ureful and 
necessary to make citizens. To this 
end he pleads for the introduction of the 
Rible on the ground that nowhere else is 
the fundamental truth that the welfare of 
the State, in the long ran, depends on the 
righteousness of the citizen so strongly laid 
| down.” So instructive a book, he argues, 

is worthy a place in the public schools of a 
repablic, whether it is inspired or not. 
Sectarian teaching, he my, should be kept 
out of our schools, not by excluding from 
them everything that any sect teaches, but 
by strict adherence to the principle of teach- 
ing that, and ooly that, which makes for 
good citizenship.”

Protecting Ships Against Lightaing. 


The small proportion of vessels struck by 
lightning at sea is excellent testimony to 
the effectiveness of the measures that have 
been adopted for the protection of ships 
against such disaster. The plan usuall 
followed is to run copper lightning-rods 
down the masts, connectingat the SN war 
end with the copper sheathing of the vessel, 
in case of a wooden ship. The upper ends 
of the rods extend a little above thestops of 
the maste, and have platinum points. In 
iron vessels connection is made with the 
mass of metal, and in both cases the light- 
ning is almost invariably dissipated without 
jJamage. This system is of great valve on 
board men-of-war, Where there are large 

uantities of powder, and were it not for 
the protection thus afforded it would be 
positively dangerous to be anywhere near a 
war vessel during a thunder storm. Of the 
two ways of connecting the lightning-rod 
with the sheathing, one is to ran the rod 
through the decks, down the masts, and

The root stocks have the flavor of 
horseradish. The cab is used by voy- 
agers as an article of f and is much in 
request among the whalers and sealers who 
frequent this part of the ocean.

Ks Almest an Icy Desert. 


The peculiar configuration of Iceland 
renders intercourse difficult, and, along with 
the barrenness of the soil, makes the con- 
ditions of existencs strangely hard. Peo- 
ple with so little to make life attractive 
might be pardoned if they were to sink into 
a stolid indifference to everything but the 
struggle to keep alive. The size of Iceland 
is greater than that of Ireland, and the 

ulation numbers 70,000 souls; but the 
only inhabitable portion is a narrow strip of 
pasture land extending liko a green girdle 


P| round the coast and up the deep, narrow 


fiords, 

The interior of the country is a howling 
waste of sand and ice, traversed by darting 
glacial river's, and utterly'incapable of sup- 
porting more than a fow scattered inhabit- 
ants. Grass is the only considerable crop. 
The hills and valleys are treeless and afford 
at best bht scanty pastu for horses,cows 
and sheep. Roads and. bridges scarcel 
exist. A Danish merchant at Reyk javik 
has a whecled carriage, but in the interior 
such a conveyance is unknown, and would 
be useless if known. The backe of horses 
are the only means of transportation across 


ak 

Small boats carry travelers over danger- 
ous rivers, while the horses swim on abead, 
Hardly anything that ministers to comfort, 
to say nothing of luxury, is produced in Ice- 
land, Every nailin an Icelandic house, 
every pane of glass, every bit of wooden 
flooring, every insignificant bit of furniture 
has to be transported laboriously from one 
of the seaports to its destination. 

That the Icelanders sre r goes with- 
out saying. There is little or no home 
market, for every Icelander has the same 
products to sell as his neighbor. The cir- 
culation of money is, therefore, very small. 
Ifa farmer has direct dealings with the 
agents for foreign markets, and is sufficient - 
ly prosperous to have a little surplus each 
year he may handle a little money, but in 
general the trading at the seaports is liter- 
ally trading. An Icelander barters a cer- 
tain number of horses or sheep or rolls of 
dried fish or bales of hay for à supply of 
groceries and other necessaries of life. 


Proceeding westward from the Irish coast 
the ocean bed 1 very gradually; in 
fact for the first miles the dient is 
but six feet to the mile. Inthe next 20 
miles, however, the fall is over 9,000 fect, 
and so precipitous is the sudden descent 
that in many places depths of 1,200 to 1,600 
fathoms are encountered in very close prox- 
imity tothe 100 fathom line. With the 
depth of 1,800 to 2,000 fathoms the sea bed 
in this pert of the Atlantic becomes a slight- 
ly undulating plain, whose gradients are so 
Nght that they show but little alteration of 
depth for 1,200 miles, The extraordinary 
flatness of these submarine prairies renders 
the familiar simile of the basin rather inap- 
propriate. The hollow of the Atlantic is 
not strictly a basin, whose depth increases 
larly toward the centre ; it is rather a 
saucer or dish-like one, so even is the con- 
tour of its bed. The greatest depth in the 
Atlantic has been found some 100 miles to 
the northward of the island of St. Thomas, 
where soundings of the 3,875 fathoms were 
obtained. The seas round Great Britain 
ean hardly be regarded as forming part of 
the Atlautic hollow. They are rather a 
part of the platform banks of the European 
continent which the ocean has overflowed. 
An elevation of the sea bed 100 fathoms 
would suffice to lay bare the greatest part 
of North sea and join England to Denmark, 
Holland, Belgium and France. A deep 
channel of-water would run down the west 
coast of Norway, and with this the majority 
of the fiords would be connected. A great

Shipwrecked Sailers Travel erer 1,066 
. Miles tm « Small Rea, 


A story of wreck and hardship under a 
tropical san in an open boat was brought 
to San Francisco the other day from Hono- 
lula by the steamer Witzeman. The wreck. 
ed vessel was the bark Lady Lamson, 
bound with coal from Sydney to Honolulu. 

| She ran on a coral reef about forty miles 
from Palmyra Island early on the morninz 
of Jan. 16 and immediately began to fill. 

| The crew took to the boats, but only one 

boat's company reached land. The survivors 
were Capt. J. Peterson and his wife, Second 
Mate Charles Brown, Cabin Boy Willie 
Weedon, Cook Frank Nunes, and Seamen 
Carlson and Everson. They were twenty- 
six days ina small beat, weathered one 

| heavy storm, aud were subjected to terrible 

| mental strain, asthe mate, whose brain was 
evidently turned, wanted to kill and eat 
the cabin boy. 

| The boat would never have reached shore 
but for the Captain's nerve and courage. 
His wife had acompanied him on his voyages 
for three years, but the misery and anxiety 
of this experience reduced her to a livin 
skeleton, and she wouldn’t have survive: 
many days longer. The missing men are 

First Mate R. Moller and Seamen W. 

Snyder, J. Jorgenson, Oscar Magnusen, 
— Martin. 

It was quite dark when the vessel struck 
on the reef, but the Captain, who was be- 
low, saw in a moment that she was doomed, 
as the keel was ripped off and floating, In 
five minutes she be to godown, and 
only the factthat she reated upon the bot- 
tom after sinking a short distance prevent- 
ed all on board being drowned, withont the 
possibility of helping themselves. 

All hands being called on deck, Capt. 
Peterson gave orders for the two boats to be 
launched. The Captain, his wife, and five 
others took one boat while the first mate 
and four seamen jumped intoanother, which 
was smaller. They expected to reach 
Palmyra in a few hours, and in consequence 
but six gallons of water, twenty pounds of 
ship bread, and six tins of canned meat 
were taken, as both boats were heavily 
laden. When they reached the open sea the 
weather clouded and the storm increased. 
The wind, which was blowing a gale, was 
not favorable to the uufortunates, and in- 
stead of carying them ta their destination 
it took them in an opposite direction. The 
boats were ane shipping water, 
and to add to their misery the bread became 
soaked with sea water and unfit for food. 

During the storm which lasted for several 
days the Captain’s log book and extra cloth- 
ing was thrown or washed overboard. For 
four days they had nothing to eat, and fin- 
ally their meagre supply of water gave 
out. The storm had subsided, and both 
boats were drifting about, no one knew 
where, 

It was at this timo that the second mate 

to show signs of lunacy. He began 
muttering about men being unable to live 
withoutfood. Then he would fix his eyes on 
the little cabin boy andthe Cabin’s wife. 
The latter had the boy asleep at her side, 
and she and the Capsatn stood watches in 
order to prevent the mate from murdering 
the boy while they were asleep. Finally the 
men proposed that they draw lots to see 
which should be killed and eaten, The 
mate shouted : 

We must have food! So, if you won't 
agree to kill the boy, draw lots and let 
chance decide, but Iam bound to have some- 
thing to eat!

On the ninth day the wreck was again 
sighted and the castaways lost no time in 
making their way back to her. At great 
peril they got over the breakers. There 
was plenty of food and water on board, and 
both boats were now provisioned. Then the 
boats again put to sea, this time heading 
for Honolulu.. Two days later they separ- 
ated, the mate taking a more northeasterly 
course, after which the Captain saw no more 
of him. 

He kept on his way as he had at first 
mapped it out, and during the seventeen 
days’ run met with few further adventures, 

All in the boat suffered greatly from cold, 

their clothing being continually wet, while 

| the cramped positions in which they sat, 

and the impossibility of taking exercise 
caused them great suffering. The Captain 
never left the tiller during the entire voy- 
age, and when he slept it was but for a few 
moments at a time, when nature could hold 
out no more. 

When off Mami Island the castaways 
were nearly swamped by a squall. Finally 
they reached Honolulu, having made over 
1,00) miles. When they landed all except 
the Captain were so weak that they walked 
like little children. The Captain's wife was 

| terribly emaciated, but her courage had 
never given way, and her companions spoke 
in high terms of her bravery and cheerful- 
ness, She, as well as the Captain, lost 
everything they had.

Me Was Surprised, 


An Englishman who has visited Egypt 
writes about it in the Cornhill Magazine,and 
lets us know how much surprised he was to 
learn there that many of the seeming novel. 
ties of our times are as öld as the pyra- 
mids. After telling of some of the things 
that puzzled him, he says: — Until I went 
to Egypt [had a lively admiration for Mr. 
Edisen, whose inventions I had supposed to | 
be new. But, after visiting Egypt, I believe | 
half of them are simple infringements of 
old yptian ideas, the patents for which 
have long since expired. Prof. Piazzi 
Smyth is sure (I am not) that the Pyramid 
of Cheops contains a revelation of nearly 
all the scientific discoveries of the 4 
6.000 years.” It is not worth While 
for anybody to make such state 
ments .as these, even in a jocular 
vein, much lees seriously.

The question whether intuition or reason 
in the more noble guide to conduct would 
have little interest for us, Were it not that 
there is an ancient opinion to the effect that 
reason and intuition are marks respectively 
of the manner ot working of men's and of 
women’s minds, The opinion is without 
foundation and could have originated only 
at a time when the psychology of the work- 
ing of the human nied was thoroughly mis- 
understood. This illusion, however, like 
most other illurions that have bad « firm 
‘ rfectly com · 
prehensible reason for its existence, It is 
not true that men’s minds and women 
minds have a different way of working ; but 
it is true that upon certain occasions (and 
by far the greatest number of occasions) we 
all—men, women, and negroes alike—act 
from intuition, and that the circumstances 
of women’s lives have hitherto heen such as 
to make their interests lie somewhat more 
exclusively in those regions in which con- 
duct is intuitive, than in those in which it 
is long thought out, The difference between 
the mental state of a being who acts from 
reason and one who acts from intuition is 
not a difference of the hind of mud 
which controls him, but of the kind of 
knowledge . ay which his present con- 
duct is based. Now, it is very possible 
that à greater number of the actions 
of women than of men have their ground in 
Unconscious causes. Women’s interests 
have been 80 exclusively social that they 
have developed a sense for the physical ex- 
22 of emotion, which makes society 
or them a matter of complicated relations, 
of delicate susceptibility to play of feeling 
which—except in the hyper-sensitive period 
of courtship—is not common among men. 
But there are men who are quite the equals 
of women in this respect; an L if any man is 
markedly deficient in these qualities, we 
recognize him asa low and bru type which 
is in process of extinction, © question 
whether intuition or reason is the nobler 
faculty is an exceedingly meaningless ques- 
tion. Reason is merely intuition in ite 
formative stage, and the sooner all our pres- 
ent reasoned convictions become m i- 
cal, and conscious thought is set free to 
bring in more and more far-reaching con- 
siderations to bear upon our actions and 
conclusions, the sooner will a higher form 
of life be reached.

An enterprise that will arouse the great- 
est interest among Arctic experts is that of 
the Englishman, F. 6. 
poses to lead a North Polar expedition by 
way of Franz Josef Land. Nearly all 
Arctic authorities believe that Franz 
Franz Josef Lani offers the most 
promising route for attaining the.highest 
latitude, and possibly the Pole. No 
knows how far it extends toward the Pole, 
but the most northern part of the archipel- 
ago yet seen is nearer the North Pole than 
any other land thus far discovered. 


Jackson s plan is to sail next summer with 
a party of ten men for the southern coast of 
Franz Josef Land, The three voyages thus 
far mado to the archipelago indicate that it 
in easily accessible in any ordinary year. 
Jackson hopes to reach his base of opera- 
tions in time to make a rapid reconnoissance 
north through Austria Sound, the wide 
waterway extending directly north and 
south and dividing the archipelago. The 
Payer-Weyprecht expedition, by which 
Franz Josef Land was discovered in 1873, 
, ascended Austria Sound for about 220 miles 
and beyond these farthest north they saw 
| two great land masses, Petermann 
and King Oscar Land, stretching away to- 
ward the pole. Jackson will try on his 
i sledges next summer to sur the farthest 
north of the Auatrian expedition and to go 
into winter quarters at or near the most 
northern part of Franz Josef Land now 
known. 

After the return of day a year from now 
Jackson will endeavor to push forward with 
a considerable quantity of stores and es- 
tab iah a second depot probably in abou: 85 © 

N. Lat. Having established a base in this 
high latitude, he hopes to be able, during 
the same season, to make a third march 
northward and ertablish a third depot, if 
land is found further north withia about two 
hundred miles of the Pole. Here he 
would expect do pass the second winter and 
to devote the following summer to an at- 
tempt to reach the Pole, 


The scheme of work involves a small pafty, 
a light equipment of sledges and dogs, anda 
chain of stations to be replesished with gup- 
e from the vessel. Jackson seems to 
lave taken hardly sufficient account of the 
enormous difficulties of sledging in Franz 

Josef Land. The Austrians encountered very 
great obstacles in making their furthest 
north. 

An uncertaia element in Jackson's plans 
is the land base, which he hopes to utilize 
to get within striking distance of the Pole. 
His plan rests on the hypothesis of Franz 
Josef Land extending to or nearly to the 
North Pole, but it cannot be said that there 
is any very satisfactory evidence that this 
assumption is true. Admiral Albert Mark- 
ham, however, thinks it is not improbable 
that the dimensions of this little known 
land will be found, when explored, to equal 
in size the large continent of Greenland.” 
Capt. Sir Allan Young says that Franz 
Josef Land uow appears to be the only land 
extending far to the north by which such 


ae ean be made.” Admiral Sir Geor 


Josef Land offers the best field for future 
Arctic work as the most promising route 
toward the Pole, and that along which the 
most fruitful geographic work is likely to be 
done. Admiral Sir Leopold McClintock has 
recently written to Mr. Jackson : 

Franz Josef Land does almost certainly 
approach more nearly to the Pole than any 
other land yet discovered. Therefore, I 
thiak it is the only route which offers a 
possibility of success to a North Pole at- 
tempt, and this because the Polar Rack has 
been found to be so rugged as to render all 
artempts to sledge over its surface extreme- 
ly slow and laborious. To explore the 
northern shores of Franz Josef Land alone 
would constitute a success, and one of no 
ordinary interest. The explorer would in 
all probability be enabled to approach near- 
er to the Pole than has been accomplished.” 

The proposed expedition, therefore, seems 
to commend itself to all Arcticexplorers, No 
one whose opinion is worth quoting is very 

; Sanguine of Nansen's chances of success. 
| Mr. Jackson expresses the opinion that 
Lieut-Peary has already attained about as 
far north as he will be able to on his pro- 
posed route. Peary thinks differently, and 
it will not be surprising if he 8 gets 
nearer to the Pole than Jackson does by the 
Franz Josef Land route. However this 
may be, it will be very interesting to learn 
more about this mass of islands, equal to 
Spitzbergen in area, and perhaps far larger 
than that Island. 

Although Franz Josef Land is one of the 
great Arctic land masses and may be reached 
almost any year in the ice conditions usu- 
ally prevailing, its existence was cot known 
until twenty years ago. It has been visited 
only three times, once by the Austrian dis- 
coverers and twice by Leigh Smith, the en- 
thusiastic Englishman who yisited the Polar 
islands at his own expense, and consider- 
ably extended our knowledge of the south, 
southwest, and southeastcoasté. It was on 
his second visit in 1881 that his vessel was 
sunk on the south coast of Franz Josef 
Land, and the history of Leigh Smith and 
hia twenty-five comrades during the follow. 
ing winter forms one of the most thrilling 
chapters of Arctic adventure. The party 

was not well prepared to winter in the ice. 
| Only a part of their provisions were saved 
| from che sinking vessel. On the shore they 
| built huts of stone and turf, which shelter. 
ed them during the winter, and they captur- 
edenough bear and walrus to keep them 
from starving.

there is, consequently, no absurd attempt to 
maintain a parity of value with gold. It is 
only legal tender for small amounts and 
| supplies the place of counters for conveni- 
‘ence in making change, its intrinsic worth 
being of not much more consequence than 
| that of the paper in a government or bank 
note. American silver has been made legal 
tender in the United States, and the at- 
tempt to maintain @ parity of value with 
airy has led to unreasonably large pur- 
chases by the treasury department. The 
absorption of so much of thie silver has been 
| faleely attributed to che growth of American 
trade. The trade explanation is that the 
| issued coins being of less intrinsic worth 
had naturally less purchasing power. Mone 
| became cheap, or, according to commercia 
language, goods became dear. It required 
a greater number of alleged dollars to effect 
commercial transactions of the people. 
a commercial community's capacity 
lor absorbing varies with the issue of de- 
based coinage. Silver and copper have re- 
tained in Canada a parity of value with gold 
because they are merely counters for frac- 
tional amounts. But the Canadians who 
| Part with their goods for silver which is 
constantly decreasing in purchasing power 
owing to the flooding of the market must 
afterwards part with their silver ata loss. 
They are dealing in a commodity’ which is 
made to constantly decrease in value.

In bis article on ‘England in the 
Orient,” in the North American Review, 
Prof. Vambery says — What ia the 
reason that the English have succeeded so 
splendidly in their work of reform in Asia, 
and how can they perpetuate their rule 
over vast multitudes far away from their 
insular home? The answer is very plain, 
Like the rest of mortals, Britons or Ameri- 
cans do not possess superhuman or miracu - 
lous power ; all their astounding success is 
simply the outcome of those ethnical, 
political and ot ens through which 
they have distanced other European nations, 
and by which they very naturally over-awe 
Asiatics, An eminently st ividuality 
fostered by a liberal politi constitution 
and by the spirit of freedom, has at 
times encouraged their spirit of enterprise; 
stimulated them toacts of daring, made 
them persevering and courageous under 
the most critical circumstances or the t- 
est dangers, The quiet temper and the in- 
difference so frequently shown by a single 
English traveller amidst the hooting and 
clainorous behavior of the Oriental mob by 
which he finds himself surrounded in the 
populous bazaars of Eastern towns, offers 
an excellent pendant to the attitude adopt-
